OB plan 
upsets 
Hedlund

Supervisor Robert Hedlund said Thurs­ 
day he was ' unhappy’' with the county 
health care d ir e c to r s plan for 
obstetrical care in Santa Barbara County 
because. “ We re not getting anything in 
Lompoc " 
He proposed a January meeting with 
the director — Dr Lawrence Hart — and 
Lompoc doctors to again explore ways 
that Lompoc women on MediCal could 
have their babies delivered here rather 
than in Santa Maria 
Hedlund approved the plan presented 
this week bv Hart to the board of super­ 
visors. but said Thursday. " I think there 
was some misinterpretation " 
Hart told the supervisors of hiring two 
county physicians and two temporary, 
state-funded physicians 
About the plan, Hedlund said he ‘‘can't 
remember" exeatly what he asked the 
health care director, but "thinks" he 
asked 
“Is this going to provide 
obstetrical care m Lompoc'’ 
And the 
answer 1 received was yes " 
But Hart’s plan was to station one 
county phsvician and one state-paid doc­ 
tor in Santa Maria, the other two in 
Santa Barbara 
The Santa Maria doctors would serve 
Lompoc women in labor, but they would 
have to travel there for delivery 
Hedlund said that if he had understood 
that this was the plan he was voting on, 
"1 might have had a different position 
"If that is the program I'm unhappy with 
it 
I don't see how it assists Lompoc at 
all " 
Two interested Lompoc hospital direc­ 
tors. Barrv Coughlin. M D and Carol 
Ann Johnson, 
voiced disappointment 
Thursday over the plan 
‘ We've been trying to get those 
women delivered here for I don't know 
how long." Johnson said 


She pointed out that local taxpayers 
were 
supporting Lompoc D istrict 
Hospital but also obstetrical care paid by 
MediCal and the county, going to outside 
hospitals 
"W e re taking tax dollars out of the 
area." she said, "plus the fact that it's 
just simply not the best kind of care" for 
women in labor to travel 


" It 's bad for the wom en." Dr 
Coughlin said He noted that Lompoc 
hospital protests led to the establishment 
this summer of a local prenatal clinic. 
"Now if we could just complete the cir­ 
cle and get those girls delivered here ” 


Approximately 25-30 women in Lom­ 
poc per month have sought this prenatal 
care Or. as Hedlund's assistant Doree 
Webb said, that many women have been 
"willing to go through all this (leaving 
town for care i." 


For a vear-and-a-half. the county has 
been supplementing MediCal payment to 
four doctors in Santa Maria and one in 
Santa Barbara, who agreed to service 
pregnant women in county-run hospital 
space 


Hedlund emphasized. "Do you realize 
that no other county in the state of 
California provides even this obstetrical 
care° We (in Santa Barbara) provide 
over and above what is normally con­ 
sidered a county responsibility " 


County officials say that counties are 
mandated to provide health care to the 
"indigent." or needy, but they do not 
consider persons on MediCal as indigent 


However. Hedlund said he would look 
into having Hart change the OB plan to 
provide for deliveries in Lompoc 
He 
said he would again ask whether the 
countv could contract local doctors, as 
thev have in Santa Maria, to perform the 
deliveries — even though such contracts 
are just what Hart wanted to eliminate

Hospital okays 
self-regulation

Lompoc 
Hospital directors 
Thursday night approved a plan 
for "policing ourselves" as 
specified by the federal govern­ 
ment 
In the language of the new 
health care bureaucracy set up 
to make sure hospitals provide 
only "m edically necessary” 
services, the board approved its 
first "memorandum of Under­ 
standing" (MOU) and its first 
"Utilization Review Plan ” 
The MOU is a promise by the 
hospital it will scrupulously 
monitor itself and report to a 
local agency of the federal 
government, the Professional 
Standards Review Organization 
of Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Obispo Counties, 
otherwise 
known as PSRO-SB/SLO. 
The Department of Health, 
E d u c a tio n and W e lfa r e 
(D H EW ) has contracted the 
PSRO-SB/SLO to "determine 
the medical necessity of all 
aspects of patient care.” But 
H EW has also allowed hospitals 
the option of m onitoring 
themselves in the same way the 
P S R O - S B / S L O 
otherw ise 
would 
Lompoc District Hospital has 
chosen to do so, "W e will be 
policing ourselves," Director 
Carol Ann Johnson said. 
The “ Utilization Review 
Plan" lays out how the hospital 
will do this, with various com­ 
mittees. procedures, reviews, 
planning, etc 
The hospital has to certify, 
for example that admissions 
are absolutely necessary that 
continued stays are necessary. 
The length of stay in a hospital 
largely determines medical 
cost 
The whole program is part of 
H E W S e c r e t a r y Jo s e p h 
Califano’s crackdown on the 
skyrocketing costs of health 
care 
Under the plan, the hospital 
has to appoint a "Physician Ad­ 
visor,” whose job will be to ex­ 
amine records of patients who 
do not m eet governm ent 
c rite ria for being in the 
hospital 
H o sp ital 
A d m in istra to r

(UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Carter stayed home today 
as striking Georgia farmers 
rolled their pickup trucks and 
tractors into downtown Plains, 
but he invited a delegation to 
visit him on Saturday morning. 
White House spokesman Rex 
Granum said Carter, spending 
the Christmas weekend in his 
hometown, telephoned Plains- 
area farmer Harold Israel this 
morning and asked him to set 
up a meeting with strike move­ 
ment representatives for 8 a.m. 
EST Saturday. 
Granum said the president 
asked that the farmers bring 
along proposals for steps the 
government might take to help 
them stay out of debt. 
Israel and Georgia strike 
leader Tommy Kersey, along 
with representatives of Florida 
and Alabama farmers, will 
meet with Carter at his home, a 


“ more apppopriate” setting 
than today’s rally, Granum 
said 
Carter’s son. Chip, mingled 
with early arrivals at the site of 
the noontime rally on Main 
Street, where farmers set up a 
speakers stand across from 
small shops. 
Kersey said the protesters 
“don’t want to alienate ... or in­ 
timidate” the president. “We 
respect the president and just 
want to get our point across,” 
se said 
Farmer Jimmy Chambers of 
Sandersville said he had driven 
his pickup about 60 miles to 
come to the rally. “We want to 
show the president how we 
feel,” he said 


The farmers launched their 
national 
protest earlier this 
month with demonstrations in 
both Plains and Washington, 


but Carter was away at the 
presidential retreat at Camp 
David. Md . at the time so there 
was no face-to-face meeting 
Carter discussed the farm 
strike briefly Thursday while 
visiting an antique store run by 
his cousin, Hugh, who said, 
“The farmers are a little angry 
They ought to keep it cool.” 
The president replied, “ As 
long as farmers let the con­

“What’s best for the consum­ 
ers is to have family farmers

Shortly before dawn, the 22nd 
body was recovered from the 
wreckage of the $100 million 
Continental Grain Co plant in 
suburban New Orleans and Jef­ 
ferson Parish Sheriff Alwynn 
Cronvich said he feared another 
13 victims were buried inside 
Eleven other persons, includ­ 
ing a sheriff’s deputy, were 
hospitalized with injuries 
“ It’s almost more than we can 
bear.” said Jefferson Parish 
Sheriff Alwynn Cronvich. “The 
men are gdtting a little dis­ 
couraged because they are 
searching for bits and pieces of 
bodies," 
Most of the dead were trap ­ 
ped in a two-story, cinder-block 
office building that was crushed 
when a nearby 25-story grain 
elevator exploded. Half the 
elevator was destroyed and its 
wreckage shattered the office 
complex 
Federal and state investiga­ 
tors were at the scene today 
trying to determ ine the cause of 
the deadly blast, which one of­ 
ficial said m ay have been 
caused by a buildup of grain 
during the recen t national 
dockworkers strike 
Louisiana Agriculture Com­ 
missioner Gil Dozier said the 
strike, which slowed shipping at 
ports from Maine to Texas for 
two months this fall, may have 
forced Continental officials to 
hold on to their grain supplies 
too long 
“ If you put any grain in an 
enclosure it's like using the 
grain for mash and gasses are

crea te d ,” Dozier told UPI. 
“ It’s not the grain that ex­ 
plodes. it’s the gasses that build 
up 
It could have been from 
spontaneous combustion. 
“This is the worst grain dis­ 
aster in the history of the 
nation.” he said. “They had one 
on the Great Lakes a few years 
back, but we already have 
ciough deaths to exceed that 
one Apparently this plant is a 
total loss.” 
Two dozen relatives of the 
missing workers spent the night 
waiting for word in a small 
building less than 100 yards 
from the recovery operations 
Occasionally one of the rela­ 
tives would sob or scream. 
"My God! My God' 1 can’t 
believe this is happening.” one 
woman scream ed 
One ot th e f ir s t bodies 
recovered was that of Scott 
Peterson. 19. a University of 
New Orleans student who had 
taken a job for the holiday vaca­ 
tion to earn tuition It was his 
first day of w ork a t the 
elevator 
The explosion, which oc­ 
curred at mid-morning, rattled 
windows and shook buildings 10 
m iles aw ay. It c re a te d a 
mushroom cloud of thick black 
sm oke re m in isc e n t of an 
atomic blast 
There was terrific blast that 
shook all the houses and then 
th ere w as th is huge black 
smoke pouring out.” said P J 
Angeli. a retired railroader,

Memories of Christmases past are 
revived with holiday customs

There are few Swedish Christmas 
traditions that Maj-Britt Dias observes 
for herself and her husband. Bill, now 
that the boys; Bill, Jeff and Ralph are 
grown and gone. 
But she still bakes the saffron bread 
made by her mother before her in the 
family home in Stockholm. 
Another custom she clings to is the 
making of glogg. a sweet wine spiced 
with cardamon, stick cinnamon, cloves 
and orange peel 
Glogg is made well in advance so the 
wine absorbs the spices Then, when peo­ 
ple come in from the cold, it is heated 
with almonds and raisins and served in a 
cup. 
M aj-Bntt especially recalls enjoying 
the warmth of glogg when the family 
cam e home from church Christmas 
morning 
When the children were home, Lucia 
Day (celebration of the return of light) 
also was observed 
If there is a girl in the fam ily, Maj- 
Britt says, she com es in early in the 
morning wearing a crown of special 
leaves and lighted candles and serves 
saffron bread or buns to the rest of the 
family. 
December nights in Sweden, she said, 
are very dark before the days start get­ 
ting longer again. 
Many of the ingredients necessary for 
her Swedish cooking and baking are dif­ 
ficult to get here such as salt herring and 
“the right kind of ham cured a certain 
w ay.” 
The ham, a rice porridge and lutefish, 
she said, is the traditional Christmas 
Eve food in Sweden 
And there's always an almond in the 
porridge 
The one who gets it is supposed to get 
married the next year

A request of R.A. Kelly, 
supervisor of McDonald's, for a 
time extension of a can-and- 
will-serve commitment at a 
new location of the restaurant 
chain in Buellton was approved 
by directors of the Buellton 
Community Services District at 
a rescheduled regular meeting 
Thursday afternoon 
An original proposal of Mc­ 
Donald’s to create a food ser­ 
vice outlet in an area behind the 
Pensa Shell station on the south 
side of Highway 246 west of the 
Avenue of the Flag s en­ 
countered strong opposition 
earlier in the year from the 
Santa Ynez Valley Advisory 
Committee as well as from 
quarters in Buellton. 
The

based its objections to the site 
primarily because it felt the 
location chosen by McDonald’s

Kelly told the board the new 
site for the M cD o n ald ’s 
restaurant would be located on 
property owned by Pete Minetti 
and Rudy Placentia behind a 
new auto center north of 
Highway 246 and east of the 
Avenue of Flag s and the 
Highway 101 overpass. 
K e lly noted that in his 
original request to the district 
for a water and sewer can-and- 
will-serve commitment, plans 
called for the restaurant to be 
located on a site encompassing 
120,000 square feet He said the

He denounced the New West 
report in scathing terms as 
completely false earlier in the 
week 
I m sure he is a very good 
student of police operations,"

manhunt 
I don’t think he would have 
accomplished all that he has ac­ 
complished 
if you can call 
that an accomplishment — 
without having some distinct 
knowledge of police opera­ 
tions ’ 
He did not explain what 
knowledge the strangler dis­ 
played but said it involved in­ 
formation readily available to 
anyone with an interest in 


police procedures 
He denied reports some of the 
victims bore marks indicating 
they had been handcuffed 
The "Strangler Task Force" 
is working on the theory that 
there is onlv one strangler but 
has not ruled out suspicion 
there may be two men involved, 
he said Police artists are work 
mg on a composite sketch, he 
said, but witness descriptions 
differ and there may be two or 
three sketches released even 
tuallv 
Speculation there may be two 
stranglers, perhaps posing as 
police officers, began when a 
neighbor said she saw the 10th 
victim Lauren Wagner, IB, be 
ing taken from her auto by two 
men and driven away in a black 
car with a white top, the color 
combination of LAPD patrol 
cars 
A police spokesman reported 
late Thursday that the task 
force was questioning a 30 year- 
old man witnesses said tried to 
pull a 13 year-old girl into his 
car in the harbor district 
Wednesday night The suspect, 
traced by the auto license 
number, was wearing a blue un­ 
iform with brass buttons and 
driving a black and white

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Church burned 
down but charity 
box is saved 


WINDSOR, Vt (UPI) - As 
the Rev Forrest Rouelle ran 
through the predawn cold 
toward his burning church, he 
remembered 
the Christmas 
food box 
Each year, a box is placed 
just inside the door of the St. 
Francis of Assisi church 
In 
December, churchgoers leave 
canned goods to be distributed 
to needy families on Christmas 
Eve 
But now, three days before 
Christmas, the church was be­ 
ing consumed by flames. 
Rouelle grabbed the first 
firemen on the scene and with 
their help slipped into the 
church and brought the Christ­ 
mas box to safety 
By 6 a m 
his 24-year-old 
church was a ruin, its sanctuary 
gutted and a basement meeting 
hall drenched with water. State 
police could not immediately 
pinpoint the cause of the blaze, 
but said it appeared to have 
started in an attic and seemed 
to be accidental. 
The fire in the only Catholic 
church in this town of 4,100 was, 
as one resident put it, “a 
tragedy for the whole town.”

The 18-pipe organ was gone, 
the choir robes were gone and 
so were the singers’ copies of 
the King of Kings, a cantata the 
choir had been practicing for 
Christmas midnight mass 
The Rev 
E dw ard C lark, 


pastor of the nearby Methodist 
Church, was one of the first to 
arrive, shivering through the 
cold at 4 a.m ., while flames still 
licked the interior of the ce­ 
ment church. With Rouelle, he 
loaded the food basket into his 
car and drove off to find a way 
to distribute it. 
By mid-morning the pastors 
of Windsor’s other churches — 
Baptist, Episcopal and Congre­ 
gational — had called with the 
same message: ‘‘Anything we 
can do — let us know if there is 
anything we can do.” 
The state agricultural Exten­ 
sion Service office in Windsor 
agreed to distribute the canned 
goods to needy 
fa m ilies, 
Rouelle said The chairman of 
the School Board called to offer 
the high school gymnasium. 
Funeral director Ralph Knight 
called to offer space in his 
funeral parlor.

Using salt water 


Reverse osmosis may cure drought 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Roy Dudley can give you a 
drink of pure water that only a few minutes earlier was a 
part of San Francisco Bay in which you would hesitate to 
swim. 
Dudley, one of the three owners of Allied Water Corp., 
demonstrates the company’s SweetWater system by showing 
visitors the dirty, bacteria-infested salt water off San Fran­ 
cisco’s Pier 42 that is being pumped into a small unit in his 
trailer-office. 


He then takes out of the machine a glass of clear, 
chem ically pure water that has been purified and 
desalinated by the unit. 
The unit consists of filters, a pump, a sterilizer and a 
plastic membrane that is the heart of the process. The 
membrane does the desalinization through a process called 
reverse osmosis. 


“Reverse osmosis is the wave of the future,” Dudley sais. 
“It will enable man to solve his water problems.” 
Until recently, he says, the high pressures needed for 
reverse osmosis have made the conversion of sea water to 
fresh water unfeasible. But recent breakthroughs in 


membrane and process technology have made desalinization 
of sea water by reverse osmosis practical and economical 
for the first time. 
The unit Dudley uses for demonstrations has been in 
operation for five months and has more than 700 hours of 
automatic operation. It takes up onlv 6.4 cubic feet (small 
enough to fit on the average desk), weighs only 85 pounds and 
produces 150 to 200 gallons of pure water a day from the sea 
This one is powered by ordinary household current, but 
Dudley says it could easily be adapted to run on alternative 
energy sources, such as a windmill 
The unit sells for about $4,700, but more inexpensive 
models are available for less stringent uses than converting 
contaminated sea water. The unit would be economical. 
Dudley thinks, for such purposes as providing fresh water 
for ships at sea, offshore drilling platforms, military units, 
fishing fleets, campgrounds on remote shores and con­ 
dominiums in areas where water is a problem 
The price is higher for this unit because it requires pres­ 
sures up to 800 pounds per square inch A similar unit for 
desalinating brackish water rather than sea water could 
probably be built for about $2,000, Dudley says

visas for Cuba were offered 
trips to alternate destinations 
such as Nassau. Cozumel and 
Acapulco 


"We don't turn anybody away 
— except Cuban nationals born 
in Cuba They can't go back,” 
Miss Witt said "But the Cuban 
government can just turn down 
whoever they want and they do 
They don’t have to say why. 


“ We received word from the 
Cuban government yesterday 
that several or our passengers 
had been denied visas. We don’t 
know why but we had to tell the 
travel agents and then let those 
people make other arran­ 
gements.”

Wojtowicz. who later said he 
robbed the bank to finance a 
sex-change operation for his 
one-tnne hom osexual lover, 
demanded that authorities br­ 
ing his "w ife" E m est Aaron to 
him Aaron refused, fearing he 
might be killed 
W ojto w icz d e m a n d e d 
a 
limousine to take him and his 
accomplice to Kennedy Air­ 
port. where a small plane was 
waiting to fly them out of the 
countrs 
The limousine arrived Woj- 
towicz and N aturrale climbed 
m to ride in style to the airport 
An FBI agent uttered a code 
word as the car pulled into the 
airport 
The driver of the limousine 
whirled in his seat and fatally 
shot N aturrale once in the 
chest A second agent grabbed 
Wojtowicz and arrested him 
Wojtowicz was tried for the 
robbers and convicted in U S 
District Court in Brooklyn He 
was sentenced to 20 years in 
prison and later resentenced to 
15 years 
The 
32-vear-old co n v ict 
became eligible lor parole Nov. 
20 
The U S Parole Commission 
Thursday refused his request 
lor parole and delayed further 


consideration until November 
1981 
It a g re e d only to g iv e 
Wojtowicz an interim hearing

His parole application was 
considered by three national 
commissioners in Washington

drunkard, drug user and amoral 
bigot “and that I didn’t love my 
mother ” 
Knievel was placed in a work 
furlough program, which pro­ 
voked a controversy within the 
Los Angeles County criminal 
justice system 
Some officials complained 
that the judge was too lenient in 
putting Knievel in the program, 
and that he should not have 
qualified because he is clearly 
unrepentant. 
Under the program Knievel 
can go free to work during the 
day. Monday through Friday, if 
he returns to be locked up each 
night and on weekends. Each 
day. Knievel’s chauffeured con­ 
vertible picks him up at a jail 
door and takes him to a studio

confirmation from Ireland 
"I’m not really counting on it 
until it’s in hand,” she said 
“I’m going to put it away for 
retirement ... I don’t have a 
husband to support me so the 
Irish sweepstakes are going to 
do it.” 
Taxes might be a problem,

82. has believed 
for years that his son died when 
the atomic bomb was dropped 
on Hiroshima that sam e day 
Now Japanese Foreign Office 
documents have confirmed that 
Sgt Hugh Henry Atkinson. 25. 
w as one of 17 A m e ric a n 
prisoners of war killed by the 
Hiroshima bomb and his father 
says he wants the whole story 
“ I’m an old man and I just 
w ant to c le ar things up. 
Atkinson said, his voice sha 
king “ I go into surgery on the 
29th I've got a lung tumor that 
they think is cancer When you 
get to be my age tim e’s running 
out 
You like to have things 
cleared up in your mind ’’ 
His son, a radio gunner, 
bailed out of a bomber on July 
28. 1945 after it was hit by anti­ 
a ir c r a f t fire o v er Ja p a n . 
Atkinson said 
The bomber pilot, who sur­ 
vived the war because he was 
taken to Tokyo for questioning, 
later told Atkinson he saw his 
son imprisoned in Hiroshima 
“We all knew that the bomb 
was dropped on Hiroshima We 
just put two and two together 
and figured it was the bomb 
that got him ,” Atkinson said 
Japanese records show the 
remains of the 17 Americans 
w ere turned over to 1J S 
military authorities occupying 


Japan in December 1945 
The Atkinson family received 
a War D epartm ent telegram in 
F eb ru ary 
1946 saying Sgt 
Atkinson was killed in action 
He was survived by a wife and a 
three year-old daughter in Seat 
tie 
The governm ent told the 
Atkinsons the body could not be 
identified from the remains ol 
the crew The iamily did not at 
tend the m ilitary burial in St 
Louis 
"I didn’t think they had any 
part of him, 
\tkinson said 
Atkinson has w ritten for 
further detail^ to Satoru I buki 
the researcher .it the Universi 
tv of Hiroshima who turned up 
the inform ation on the 17 
A m e r i c a n s e a r l i e r t hi s 
month 
"I want to know how long oui 
son lived and under what cir 
cum stances 
I want to know 
how much he had to suffer 
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"I plan to get some rest and 
do some walking,” he said, 
when asked about his stay at 
home.

White begins to accept 
the reality of losing 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - Charles White’s first season as 
the starting tailback at University of Southern California 
didn't exactly go as planned. 
He rushed for 1.291 yards and seven touchdowns but the 
Trojans failed to win the national championship and, even 
worse, failed to make it to the Rose Bowl. Almost shockin­ 
gly. USC, the Pacific-8’s perennial football super power, lost 
four of 11 starts. 
The 5-11. 187-pound sophomore gained 858 yards and 
scored 10 touchdowns as Ricky Bell’s understudy as a 
freshman Then, after Bell was hurt in the opening five 
minutes of the Rose Bowl game, he hammered out 114 yards 
on 32 carries in a 14-6 triumph over Michigan as USC wound 
up with an 1 l-l record 
In the place of a trip to the Rose Bowl for the Trojans will 
be a New Year’s Eve appearance at the Bluebonnet Bowl 
against Texas A&M 
In his brilliant high school career at San Fernando, Calif.. 
White played in just three losing games in two years as a 
starter 
As a USC freshman, he was confident to the point of being 
boastful When asked about the Heisman Trophy, an award 
won by Trojan tailbacks O.J. Simpson and Mike Garrett, he 
replied, almost casually, “ I’d like to get one or two of those 
before I leave SC ” 
The realities of four defeats in a single season have 
softened White’s tone. 
In fact, he’s now on the cautious side. He undoubtedly 
heard from more than a couple of his teammates last season 
about his Heisman Trophy comment. 
After a Bluebonnet Bowl workout. White slowly peeled off 
his practice togs and stripped to a pair of shorts. 
“ I ’m not that disappointed about our season now,’’ he 
reflected “ Of course. I wish we could be going to the Rose 
Bowl again but you grow with defeat. If there’s one thing I 
learned this season, it’s that you must learn how to accept 
defeat 
“ I remember on the plane back to Los Angeles after our 
game at Notre Dame (a crushing 49-19 victory by the Irish) 
and coach (John) Robinson came down the aisle and started 
relating to the guys He didn’t blame anyone He just told us 
to keep our heads up and keep trying That meant something 
special to me 


“ To me. the reason we didn’t do so well can be blamed on 
our lack of experience. We had a lot of players with ability 
but we also had a lot of young players. That includes 
myself.’’ 
White may be considered on the smallish side but he’s a 
powerful small His running style is to elude tacklers but 
he’s strong enough to run over them. too. He has a weightlif- 
ter’s upper body. 
At San Fernando High School, he was voted the Southern 
California Prep Athlete of the Year and also Los Angeles 
City Player of the Year. He rushed for 1,155 yards as a high 
school senior and 1,165 as a junior. 
At USC, he says he’s improved as a blocker and under­ 
standing defenses. He’s also come to an understanding about 
publicity and awards 
“ If you win.” he noted, “ you’re going to get all the 
recognition and publicity in the world. If you don't win, 
you’re not. It’s that simple. 
“ People ask me about the Heisman Trophy. I really don't 
think that much about it. But, in order for me to have a shot 
at it. we'd have to go 11-0 like Texas and I'd have to have a 
year like Earl Campbell did.’’ 
White emphasized that the Trojans want to win the 
Bluebonnet Bowl as badly as they wanted to win the Rose 
Bowl last season. They better be ready, too, he added, 
because Texas A&M was a 20-0 loser to USC in the 1975 
Liberty Bowl and the Aggies probably haven’t forgotten that 
game. 
"When we go to Houston,” he pointed out, “ it's not going 
to be a vacation for us I think UCLA took a vacation in the 
Liberty Bowl last year and look what happened to them (a 
36-6 defeat) 
"They went in there all relaxed and ready to breeze and 
they got embarrassed on national TV We definitely don't 
want to finish the season with five losses and we'd like to get 
a head start on next season bv finishinc strong.” 
And what about the Rose Bowl match between Washing­ 
ton and Michigan? 
“ I know Warren Moon (the Washington quarterback) quite 
well.” White replied, “ but I have to feel Michigan is going to 
win I like Michigan because of the overall quickness of its 
defense and the fact that they’re not coming out here to lose 
another game.’’

the university 
The 36-year-old structures 
were used until this fall for 
faculty offices and laboratories 


for architecture and child 
development students. 
Working drawings for the 
205.000-square-foot 
library 
building were originally com­ 
pleted by Marquis Associates of 
San Francisco in 1971 and 
waited for allocation of con­ 
struction funds until July of this 
year when they were finally 
budgeted 
by 
the state 
legislature and Governor Ed­ 
mund G Brown Jr 
Updating of the plans was 
completed recently by Marquis 
Associates, which assigned an 
estimated construction cost of 
$10 630.000 to the project 
Dean Gerard said the new 


library will include 3,000 reader 
stations, stack rooms with 
shelving for a book collection of 
505.000 volumes, and space for 
administrative 
book repair, 
and special collection function 
that are normal for a large 
library operation 
The five-story building will 
replace the present library, 
which was built in 1947. An ad­ 
dition built in 1961 increased the 
building's capacity to accom­ 
modate a full-time student body 
Of 6.000 
As enrollment grew to the 
present level of nearly 15.000 
tull-time-equivalent 
students, 
the Dexter Library became so 


badly overloaded that students 
are crowded into reading rooms 
and thousands of books have 
been placed in remote storage. 
Dean Gerard said about 45 
days will be needed to review 
the bids and contract docu­ 
ments and issue a contract. 
Work on the new building 
should begin in late January or 
early February and be com­ 
pleted in mid-1980.

LINDSAY, Calif. -(NEA)- 
A $40 million business em­ 
pire rides creatively on the 
thin, frail shoulders of this 
little old lady named Bertha. 
Her face is wrinkled with 
age and care. The skin on 
her hands is so fragile it’s 
almost transparent. 
Bertha, who can’t weigh 
more than 85 pounds and 
stands barely over five feet 
tall, is the Grandma Moses 
of the stuffed animal world. 
Spot a teddy bear or a 
cuddly panda or even a 
rakish raccoon, and the odds 
are that it sprang from the 
fertile hands and mind of 
Bertha Norris. 
You see, there is this big 
high 
pressure 
company 
called R. Dakin which is the 
General 
Motors 
of 
the 
stuffed animal kinodom. It is 
the largest manufacturer of 
cuddly, furry ersatz pets in 
the world, selling more than 
23 million of them annually. 
They’re put together in such 
exotic 
places 
as 
Haiti, 
T aiw an, 
B elgium 
and 
Korea. 
From a slick, computer­ 
ized headquarters south of 
San Francisco, 
designers 
and coordinators and mar­ 
keting experts plot the fin­ 
ished products that are sold 
in 82 different countries. 
"The right expression in a 
stuffed 
duck’s 
eyes 
can 
mean the 
difference be­ 
tween selling a few million 
items and laying an egg,” 
says Harry Nizamian, the 
president of the company. 
But when the company is 
in a bind over a new stuffed 
animal, the word goes out to 
Bertha, who sits in a jum­ 
bled factory office in this 
little San Joaquin agricul­ 
tural town nestled against 
the foothills of the mighty 
Sierra Nevada range — viz.: 
"We need a musk ox.” 
And Bertha looks into one 


of those animal books she 
keeps on a shelf. She draws 
it up, makes a pattern, cuts 
the right cloth, sews it up on 
the machine near her draw­ 
ing board, stuffs it tacks on 
the eyes, nose and feet. Then 
millions go into production. 
"I didn’t much care for 
stuffed animals when I got 
into this,” she says in a soft 
Missouri drawl. 
I never thought much of 
stuffed animals myself until 
a football coach at the Uni­ 
versity of South Carolina 
told me some years back 
that his star halfback (later 
a fine pro) couldn’t go to 
sleep at night unless he was 
cuddled with his favorite 
teddy bear. 
As the Christmas season is 
on us, don’t get the idea this 
is a kids’ fad. Everybody 
buys the fake-furry animals, 
from ages 5 through 75, 
almost as a security blanket. 
And Bertha has designed 
more than 200 different ani­ 
mals for Dakin, working in 
the Lindsay plant (there is 
another domestic factory in 
I.ancaster, S.C.). 
Eleven years ago, she was 
crating oranges in a packing 
plant next door. She was 54 
years old then. She and her 
husband Glenn had arrived 
in Iandsay in a camper, 
having traveled all over the 
west following the crops. 
For years, Bertha had been 
making clothes for herself 
and her two children — when 
she wasn’t packing oranges, 
or picking cotton. 
In her spare time, she did 
a little painting — ‘‘I keep 
'em in tne house until some­ 
one wants them, and then I 
give ’em away.” 
"And,” she adds, “I done 
some whittlin’.' 
A friend at the packing 
E 
lant told the late Roger 
»akin about her creativity. 
She hired on — with some

reservation. “They wasn’t 
paying as much as the pack­ 
ing plant,” she says. 
For one year, she ran the 
gamut of jobs — sewing, 
stuffing, pasting — until she 
settled full time into design. 
“I can do better’n that,” she 
said after looking at the 
animals on display. 
Consulting animal books, 
using her imagination and 
native skill, some of the 
following have sprung from 
her inventivenss to gift and 
toy shelves all over the 
world: 
Ollie Owl, Ginny Guinea 
Pig, Scurry Squirrel, Lulu 
I jimb.Otto Otter, Chips Bea­ 
ver, Wally Walrus and Big 
Jocko, an ape as big as 
Bertha. 
She designs 
them 
by 
instinct, 
but 
she’s 
also 
enouoh of a craftsperson to 
fashion the finished patterns 
for production. Millions of 
dollars ride on her instinct 
because her prototypes are 
manufactured by 110,000 em­ 
ployees at various installa­ 
tions in eight countries. 
This is bg business. Knick­ 
erbocker, which is Dakin’s 
biggest competitor, does $30 
million volume a year. 
How the Dakin family got 
into the field is a storv in 
itself. 
Initially, they 
im­ 
ported fine guns from Eu­ 
rope as a speciality sales 
item. 
Broadening 
their 
range, 
toy 
trains 
were 
shipped in from Japan. In 
one shipment, some stuffed 
animals were used as pack­ 
ing material for the trains 
Roger Dakin put a couple 
of the animals on his desk. 
People came in and ex­ 
pressed an interest in buying 
them. An idea was bom The 
reaction to a test shipment 
was instantaneously terrific. 
Now at Christmas time, a 
huge cargo jet is chartered 
to bring in a couple of hun­ 
dred thousand animals from 
Korea. Annual sales have 
reached $40 million. 
When the IJndsay plant 
was bought 14 years ago — it 
had 
been 
manufacturing 
stuffed animals modestly by 
a man named Jimmy Dar- 
denelles — there were six 
sewing machines and 20 
employess. Today, it em­ 
ploys 140 people, with 50 
sewing machines producing 


100 dozen of two varieties of 
stuTfed animals, pillow pets 
and bean bags. 
There’s 
an 
interesting 
sidelight to the bean bags. 
Plastic pellets for stuffing 
got too expensive. The com­ 
pany now buys 200 tons of 
crushed 
walnut 
shells 
a 
month 
from 
California 
growers to fill the bags. 
The wages in Lindsay are 
modest. 
It’s a non-union 
plant working two shifts. 
“After a training program,” 
says the plant manager, 
“they get up to an average of 
$3 an hour ’ 
Bertha, who sometimes 
wonders if she shouldn’t 
have 
s t a y e d 
c r a t i n g 
oranges, 
Probably 
isn’t 
making a whole lot more 
than that herself.

She went instead to 
Local 28 of the Hotel, Res­ 
taurant Employees and Bar­ 
tenders Union. It has tradi­ 
tionally served as the indus­ 
try’s “hiring hall.”

roached the union full of 
ope. She left full of shame. 
When she asked if there 
were any jobs open,she says 
she was told that she had a 
“great body,” and should 
not waste herself as a wait­ 
ress. She claims she was 
then propositioned to be a 
prostitute for union officials. 
Delxiache says she was 
offered other work as well: 
dancing topless on a tourist 
bus, for example, and work­ 
ing as a pickup at conven­ 
tions. When she said she 
wasn’t in the least interest­ 
ed, she was told the union 
would having nothing to do 
with her — and she would 
never get a restaurant job in 
San Francisco. 
Initially, Delxiache says 
she tried to forget the inci­ 
dent. 
“I 
thought: 
that’s 
life.” Then she met Karin 
Seritis, another job seeker 
who was propositioned by 
union officers. And the pair 
heard about Mary Snyder, a 
third woman subjected to 
the same abuse. They de­ 
cided not to get mad, but 
even. They sued. 
The case is now wending 
its way through the court 
system. 
The 
defendants 
charge they were not only 
“mortified and sickened” by 
I-ocal 28 officers, but that 
they were denied their rights 
(unde* the 
14th 
Amend­ 
ment) to work in union- 
supervised establishments. 
The women are asking $1 
million in damages. 
Whatever the outcome of 
the suit, its arguments are 
likely to heap fresh scorn on 
one of organized labor’s 
most tarnished institutions: 
the hiring hall. That is the 
setup where union locals act 
as employment agencies to 
control access to jobs in 
concerned industries. The 
abuses of the practice are 
legend. 
Marlon Brando acted out 
some of the abuses in the 
Academy 
Award 
winning 
film “On The Waterfront.” 
As 
longshoreman 
Terry 
Malloy, Brando portrayed 
the classic victim of the 
hiring hall. It controlled not 
only his employment and 
income, but his person. The 
film was of course fictitious; 
its message was not. 
labor authorities say hir­ 
ing hall abuses are as old as 
the union movement. But 
they were not particularly 
controversial until passage 
of the Wagner Act in 1933. 
That law established the le­ 
gitimacy of the closed union 
shop, and monopolistic tyr­ 
anny began. Management 
and rank-and-file alike pro­ 
tested to Congress. 
Congress heard Sen. Rob­ 
ert Taft (R-Ohio) told his 
colleagues that closed shop 
hiring halls were fascist in 
nature,

ley Act of 1947 did away with

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Israel steps up fight 
against economic boycott 


LONDON (U P I) - The 30- 
year-old Arab economic boycott 
against Israel is beginning to 
leak at the seams — with a 
hefty assist from recent United 
States anti-boycott legislation 
— according to the Israeli of­ 
ficial who leads his country’s 
battle against it. 
But, Dan Halperin says, 
Israel still is campaigning hard 
to get European countries — 
particularly the nine Common 
Market members — to join the 
United States and Canada in 
resisting the boycott. 
• “ The legislation signed by 
President Carter in June was a 
real breakthrough,” said Hal- 
perin. who holds the dual job of 
deputy director general of 
Israel’s finance ministry and 
director of its anti-boycott 
bureau 
‘‘It was a 
breakthrough 
because, for the first time, it 
gave American companies a 


protective shield they lacked. If 
they are accused by Arabs of 
breaches of the boycott, they 
now can say this is not their 
own policy but U S government 
policy,” he said. 
Halperin took time out during 
a brief London stopover on his 
way back home from an­ 
ti-boycott talks in Washington 
to outline what Israel is doing to 
fight the boycott. 
The boycott, imposed by the 
Arabs after the state of Israel 
was proclaimed in 1948, origi­ 
nally was designed to bring 
about Israel's economic stran­ 
gulation by preventing other 
countries from doing business 
with it. Companies defying the 
boycott were “ blacklisted” by 
the Arabs 
But Halperin says it had little 
effect before the 1973 Yom Kip- 
pur War and the Middle East oil 
crisis 
“ It was only then,” he said.

“ that many U.S. and European 
companies showed hesitation 
about doing business with us 
because of their interests in the 
oil countries. That was why 
Israel set up its Anti-boycott 
Bureau.” 
Halperin said the recent U.S. 
anti-boycott legislation was “ a 
big step in the right direction.” 
“ We hope the U.S. govern­ 
ment will see to it that the 
spirit of the law is adhered to,” 
he said 
He said recent Canadian an­ 
ti-boycott regulations also are 
"encouraging ” He described a 
recent French anti-boycott law 
as “ very satisfactory” and 
noted that an anti-boycott bill 
was being submitted to the 
British parliament. 
“ We are now concentrating 
our main efforts on public opi­ 
nion in the United States and 
Europe,” Halperin said 
“ We have found from experi­ 
ence that in the United States in 
particular it is public opinion 
that has to be awakened, 
because usually it reacts 
strongly when it hears that 
American companies are being 
dictated to from outside ” 
Halperin said the Arab 
boycott is masterminded from 
'» central office in Damascus, 
headed by Mohammed Mah- 
goug. an Arab League official 
But he said there are big dif­ 
ferences in the way it is en­ 
forced in d ifferen t Arab 
countries. 
“ The toughest are Iraq and 
Libya,” he said “ Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria and the Gulf 
states are less strict. It is not 
clear whether Algeria applies 
it Tunisia and Morocco never 
have applied it at all " 
Halperin said there are no 
reliable figures for the number 
of companies “ blacklisted” 
because they do business with 
Israel or have Israeli or Jewish 
connections 
Estimates, 
he 
said, have ranged between 2,000 
and 10,000 


‘ Mahgoub himself has given 
the figure of 4.000.” he said, 
“ but we have no real means of 
checking this." 


Halperin said “ the potential 
danger involved in the Arab 
boycott is great but the actual 
damage caused by it has been 
contained ” 


He said a growing number of 
companies who do business 
with Israel also are doing 
business with Arab countries 
despite the boycott 
A recent 
example, Halpenn said, was 
the ('oca Cola company, which 
was allowed to reopen in Egypt 
after being on the Arab boycott 
“ black list” for 12 years 


“The Arabs seem to permit 
this when it appears to be to 
their advantage,” 
he said 
“ There has been no declared 
change in Arab boycott policy 
But they do seem to be im­ 
plementing it more elastically 
and with more loopholes — 
always providing this is to their 
advantage ”

Bluegrass opera 
lives in Detroit 


D ETRO IT (U P I) - It's foot- 
stomping, banjo-picking good 
times, shouting the glories of 
the union movement in the auto 
industry 
It's slow-sung laments of lost 
dreams and Southern sweet­ 
hearts and being stuck in “ Dee- 
troit” where the only bit of 
home is the tiny bluegrass bar 
on which the owner keeps jars 
of dirt from Alabama. Missis­ 
sippi and all the other places 
left behind 
The players laugh at the 
monotony of the auto assembly 
line Reformed alcoholics sing 
the praises of Jesus. 
“ The O riginal Bluegrass 
Opera of Detroit.” a production 
consisting of five musician- 
actors and a slide-show, is an 
anthem for thousands of South­ 
erners who came to Detroit 
after World War II to find work 
— a song of praise for anyone 
who ever left his home to find a 
better life 
Author Bud M cKirgan, a 
magazine writer who came to 
D e tro it 
from 
L a fa y e tte , 
111..(pop 
250) for a job. ex­ 
plained the theme behind his 
creation 
“ 'Detroit' is another way of 
saying ‘a job' to many folks, a 
ticket to better times,” he said 
"A man can ride that bus to the 
Motor City and build cars until 
he has a little nest egg Then he 
can take that hard cash and go 
back home, buy the little farm 
or gas station and live the good 
life from then on 
“ I know it doesn't work that 
way About the first thing you 
have to do is buy a car and that 
means car payments And while 
you're sitting around in Detroit 
dreaming of the hills back 
home, you might as well watch 
a little TV 
More payments 
Pretty soon, you’re stuck.” 
McKirgan wrote the songs 
and narration in 1975 as a series 
of vignettes for 15 actors and 
musicians 
The performers, 
gradually reduced to five, 
portraying different characters 
while singing ballads and play­ 
ing the banjo, guitar, fiddle and 
autoharp They became a tight- 
knit group over the past two 
years as the show skipped from 
night club to night club and one 
small local theater to the next 
The group produced a musi­ 
cal soundtrack at its own ex­ 


pense Still, its fame has not ex­ 
tended beyond metropolitan 
Detroit, though it's hoping to 
get on the Midwestern college 
circuit. 
The show has yet to turn a 
profit 
The cast — Herschel Free­ 
man, Lee Kaufmann, Steve 
Whalen, David Cahn and Gary 
McMullan — all have daytime 
jobs but dream of the day when 
the show can pay its own way 
Freeman, narrator and main 
promotor of the show and a 
native Detroiter, manages a 
music shop in suburban Bir­ 
m ingham 
F id d le - p la y e r 
Whalen is an attorney from 
Chicago 
Banjo-picker 
Kauf­ 
mann is a French history 
scholar from Davenport, Iowa 
Cahn is a New Yorker who 
works as a professional musi­ 
cian on anything from the banjo 
to the mandolin Guitarist Mc­ 
Mullan. of Detroit, is a profes­ 
sional folk singer 
The opera is populated by 
spirited characters who treat 
their lives with humor rather 
than knuckle under to the 
monotony of factory work or 
homesickness 
Most of the songs and stories 
tell about natives of the fic­ 
titious town of Taylor's Creek, 
K y 
There 
is Je r r y M cGee. 
Cadillac assembly line worker 
who scratches a mark on each 
Caddy and declares. “ Body by 
F is h e r, fra m e by J e r r y 
McGee " 
There is Carter Blank, trying 
to d rin k h im s e lf out of 
loneliness, singing of how he got 
religion, admitting. “ If there’s 
a bar on Michigan Avenue that I 
missed it was only because my 
eyes were too blurred with 
drink to see ” 
There is a rousing song prais­ 
ing the United Auto Workers 
and a fictional labor organizer 
named Red Kate Miller 
The opera concludes on the 
tribulations of Mert Brazee, 
who worked 25 years in Detroit 
then got offered a job at a new 
Ford truck plant in Kentucky. 
“ I guess one ot the overriding 
themes is that a lot people 
come to Detroit and grow up in 
Detroit and spend a lot of time 
bad-mouthing Detroit." M cKir­ 
gan said. “ It's sort of a regional 
hobby around here 
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He gets high prices for 
daring falls from sky 


CORONA EX) (U P I) - Some­ 
times as A. J. Bakunas is fall­ 
ing through the air — he’s a 
movie stuntman — he starts 
raising the price he’ll get for 
the fall. 
Most of the time he negoti­ 
ates the fee after a performan­ 
ce, and he denies reports of 
$50,000 payoffs for one stunt. 
“ Fifteen thousand would be 
more like it, but the price 
sometimes goes up while I ’m 
falling through the air." 
Visited on location where he 
was stunting in the Melvin 
Simon production “ The Stunt 
Man,” Bakunas was hobbling 
around with one leg in a full 
cast. But he was still working 
“ The cast was written into 
the script,” he said, after he 
took a tumble and was injured 
for real. 
Bakunas busted up his lower 
leg bones in what he called one 
of his most daring falls ever — 
onto the conical-shaped roof of 
the Hotel del Coronado which 
was recently designated a 
national historic landmark 
“ I like to do stunts that are 
really hairy,” Baknuas said "If 
they don’t make me shake, I 
don’t think they’re good ” 
He’s only been in the business 
four years and has already es­ 
tablished three records: falling 
222 feet; being aflame for 1 1-2 
minutes and jumping 60 feet out 
of a helicopter " I feel that I 
have to do better than others 
because I ’m new to the busines- 
s." 
The Coronado roof assig­ 
nment was accepted by Baku­ 
nas after 12 other 
stuntmen 
turned it down It required fall­ 
ing from a balcony near the top 
of the main building, 15 feet to a 
roof which has an 80-degree sl­ 
ope. and being careful to land 
between two protruding gables 
while avoiding the main hip of 
the roof 
"The fall was farther than it 
looked." Bakunas said “ When I 
hit that roof 
I was a pas­ 
senger” 
One of his legs was in the 
wrong 
position when he 
bounced from one gable to the 
other and that’s where the 
damage was done 
Bakunas. 26. came to his 
craft after studying physics and 
a few years of pre-med in New 
Jersey, then teaching scuba 
diving, skiing “ and doing a lot 
of things I wanted to do." 
He earns upwards of $100.000 


a year stunting and undisclosed 
thousands more from A ir 
Safety Products, in Metaire, 
La., in which he is a part owner. 
The firm manufactures air 
safety bags (for fire depart­ 
ments to use instead of nets to 
catch jumpers). 
The bags were invented in 
1952. but Bakunas designed 
some improvements he has 
patented and now the firm has a 
six-month backlog of orders. 
When he isn’t stunting Bakunas 
is traveling around the world 
giving fire department demon­ 
strations by falling into his air 
bag from tall buildings. 
Bakunas considers himself a 
scientific stuntman He appro­ 
aches each stunt with great 
deliberation 
If he’s going to 
turn a car over, he knows just 
what it will do by analyzing 
weight, speed and other physi­ 
cal properties 
Before he tumbled off the top 
of the Hotel del Coronado “ I 
must have done it 500 times in 
my head.” he explained. " I did 
it where I missed I did it where 
I got hurt 1 did it perfectly." 
Bakunas said he first tried to 
get a job with an East Coast 
stunt firm that told him to get 
lost 
“1 thought to myself, oh 
yeah. I'll show you,” ’ he said 


He performed a number of dar­ 
ing high falls, had them filmed 
and won a job on the basis of his 
performance. 
He remembers earning $576 
for his first stunt on a horse in a 
Western But it cost him $573 
for riding lessons to qualify 
In preparing for and perform­ 
ing any stunt Bakunas said, 
“ the thing that goes through my 
mind is safety. The brain is the 
most important part of the 
stunt So many stuntmen don't 
think.” 
Bakunas, who has 
no plans to quit, says stunting 
holds only one fear for him. 
“ The thing that scares me is 
becoming paralyzed 
I don’t 
fear dying.”

‘The Swarm’Allen’s latest disaster film 
Way Bandy: beauty is his business 


HOLLY WOOD—(NE A )— 
Irwin Allen has given us 
shipwreck and flood and fire 
(tall buildings) 
and 
fire 
(forest). But he is not done 
yet. Far from it. The ingen­ 
ious man-for-all-disasters is 
serving up a heaping helping 
of killer bees next. 
Not only is he producing 
this one — it’s called “The 
Swarm” — but he’s doing 
double duty and directing it, 
too. And in Allen’s custom­ 
ary damn-the-expenses, full- 
disaster-ahead style, “The 
Swarm” will be a big and 
splashy film. 
In case you don’t know 
him, Allen was the producer 
of “The Poseidon Adven­ 
ture” and “Towering Infer­ 
no’’ 
for the 
theatrical 
screens, and films about 
floods and forest fires for the 
TV screens. He’s an old hand 
at producing 
films, 
but 
lately he has specialized in 
scaring the wits out of us, 
with films of natural disas­ 
ters. 
Killer bees are next. And 
all the beeologists say they 
are truly coming, slowly but 
surely. The killer bee strain 
was imported into South 
America from Africa some 
years ago, to help honey 
production, but they escaped 
and turned killer and are 
working their way north, a 
few miles a year. 
In "The Swarm,” Allen 
has speeded up the process, 
and the bees are here. And 
you can imagine the prob­ 
lems that causes. 
It is causing some prob­ 
lems for the cr w making 
the movie, too. When you 
want to show bees on the 
screen, you have to start 


with a mess of bees. Allen 
says he brought in 400 hives 
of bees, from California, 
Washington, Texas, Arizona 
and New Mexico. And there 
are an estimated 50,000 bees 
per hive, which multiplies 
out to a fair-sized flock of 
bees. 
They are not killer bees, of 
course, just ordinary run-of- 
the-hive stingers. And there 
are bee keepers handy, who 
supposedly know how to han­ 
dle the little critters. 
And everything seems to 
be working out pretty well, 
sting-wise. In all the scenes 
with bees, there have been 
very few untoward inci­ 
dents. Olivia DeHavilland 
was stung on her finger — 
but, considering the fact that 
she was totally covered with 
bees at the time, everybody 
thinks that was not too bad a 
price to pay. 
There have been a few 
crew members stung, but 
nothing 
serious. 
But, 
of 
course, they take precau­ 
tions. Special anti-bee suits 
are worn by everybody who 
works closely with the bees. 
Allen says the suits cost $50 
and they have 140 of them. 
As a director, Allen seems 
remarkably cheerful. I was 
watching a scene in which 
Michael Caine, Katherine 
Ross and Bradford Dillman 
were involved. They were in 
a hospital room and Miss 
Ross, as a doctor, takes a 
phone call, and tells the 
others that the bees are 
moving toward Marysville 
and have killed all the Du­ 
rant family except Paul. 
They shot it once and Allen 
yelled, exuberantly, “Cut! 
It’s a print.” He seemed to 
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MICHAEL CAINE: "One of those film s” Is relaxing. 


be terribly happy, and made 
everyone else feel terribly 
happy, too. But then the 
soundman came over and 
whispered 
something 
in 
Allen’s ear. “You’re tearing 
me apart,” Allen said. They 
had to do the scene over 
again, because the sound­ 
man had caught the fact that 
one of the actors had said 
“Yeah” instead of “Yes.” 
Allen kept up his good 
spirits, joshing the cast and 
crew.

Caine saysz “I was going to 
build a new wing on my 
house in England, but, you 
know England. The wing is 
only one-quarter done. 
I 
didn’t do any of the work 
myself, mind you. I’m not an 
expert "arpenter, although I 
do fancy myself as an expert 
gardener. 
“I guess that’s one reason 
why bees don’t frighten me. 
As a gardener, I often have 
insects all over me, particu­ 
larly bees. But this picture 
would be no place for anyone 
who was frightened of bees. 
Olivia had the worst of it, 
with that scene in which 
there are bees ail over her.” 
Caine says he still lives in 
England, but he says he and 
Roger Moore are the last 
holdouts. TMe others have 
all left, to escape England’s 
high tax structure. 
“And I may be leaving, 
too,” Caine says. “I said 
something to that effect in 
England and it created such 
a furor that I had to call a 
press conference here w;th 
British correspondents to 
explain my position. "It’s 
true I plan to move here to 
California next year. I al­ 
ways paid my taxes in Eng­ 
land and didn’t mind it. But 
now the system of taxes 
there has destroyed the in­ 
ternational film industry in 
England 
“So I’m not leaving a 
country. I'm leaving a sys­ 
tem of government that 
means my business there is 
finished.”

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Oregon dunes 
said 'dying' 


R EED SPO RT , Ore. (U P I) - 
For countless centuries, sand 
deposited by the ocean currents 
and blown inland on the 
ceaseless wind has nurtured the 
great coastal dunes between 
Florence and Coos Bay. 
But the complex geological 
process may be at an end. The 
Oregon dunes are dying. 
European beach grass, im­ 
ported to stabilize the mouths 
of coastal rivers and navigation 
channels, has spread, creating 
a virtually unbroken foredune 
the entire length of the Coos 
Bay shield 
As a result, the inland dunes 
are being starved to death and 
Robert Schrenk, district ranger

for the Oregon Dunes National 
Recreation Area, is worried. 
Unless something is done to 
restore the timeless cycle. 
Schrenk believes the dunes will 
be stabilized within 100 years. 
“ I think there will always be 
dunes,” he says. "B u t the 
vastness, the openness that is 
there now will not exist.” 
The foredune, averaging 30 
feet high, is trapping sand and 
preventing it from blowing in­ 
land 
And the vegetation is 
pushing east at a rate of 20 to 60 
feet a year. 
In addition, the plain immedi­ 
ately behind the foredune is 
seeding with beach grass, 
native sedges, willow, pine and 
spruce, so the progression is 
probably at a geometric rather 
than a linear rate 
The U S 
Forest Service, 
which administers the 32.000- 
acre recreation area, recently 
studied the encroachment of 
vegetation, comparing aerial 
photos taken in 1939 with 
measurements completed in 
the last two months. 
“ It's much worse than we 
thought,” Schrenk said, adding 
the dunes are losing about 140 
acres of open sand each year 
Schrenk said a team headed 
by a Forest Service ecologist. 
Bill Emmingham. Eugene, will 
be put together in Januafy to 
monitor the growth 
"They will tell us what the 
vegetation is doing to the dunes, 
its rate of advance and anything 
else we need to know,” he said 
“ We should have enough in­ 
formation in about five years to 
try some possible remedies. 
But at this point, we don't know 
what to do” 
Schrenk says the goal is to 
maintain the ratio of sand to 
vegetation at the 1970 level 
That would mean roughly half 
the 42-mile long recreation area 
would be in vegetation and the 
remaining open dune 
The ubiquitous beach grass, 
probably imported from Hol­ 
land, first appeared on the 
south coast around the turn of 
the century Major stabilization 
in the dunes began in the 1930s 
at river outlets and along ship 
channels. 
High water and storms would 
erode the grass and wash it out 
to sea Swept back up on the 
beach, it quickly took root just 
above the high tide line where it 
trapped sand and built up the 
foredune 
Some of the root systems are 
40 feet long. Schrenk said 
The Forest Service and the 
Bureau of Land Management 
also contracted for beach grass 
plantations to stabilize the sand 
around roads and recreational 
sites. 
“ We thought the area should 
grow trees or be developed for 
recreation, otherwise it was no 
good.” Schrenk said. But since 
formation of the National 
Recreation Area in 1968. that 
philosophy has changed

Golden, an instructor at the un­ 
iversity’s 
psychiatry 
depart­ 
ment. a two-headed is an older 
woman considered by the com­ 
munity to be a witch who cast 
spells and healed people 
Golden described the case in 
a report in the December issue 
of the medical journal — 
Archives of General Psychia­ 
try 
He explained that two- 
headeds. along with “ conjure 
doctors," “ root doctors" and 
"hoodoo men" are believed to 
be able to trick or hex a person, 
causing sickness, insanity and 
death 
"Hexing practices are no 
longer a phenomenon only of 
rural isolated communities in 
the deep South." Golden said 
"Physicians have provided evi 
dence that voodoo and hexing 
practices exist as far north as 
Connecticut” 
Golden said the practice of 
voodoo in the United States is a 
blend of African voodoo and 
European witchcraft beliefs 
He spent two years in West 
A frica as a Peace Corps 
teacher and said in the village 
he lived in, disobedience of 
tribal custom is punished by 
lines, banishment or. when the 
infraction is particularly seri­ 
ous. by curse death 
That, said Golden, means cer­ 
tain death But for such a curse 
to be successful, he said the vic­ 
tim has to know he has been 
cursed, and he has to believe in 
the power of the person who ad­ 
ministers the curse 
The victim feels hopeless and 
helpless His eating and drink­ 
ing habits become irregular He 
fatigues easily and eventually. 


with no interest in living, the 
victim simply dies 
"Overwhelming feelings of 
fright, fear, hopelessness and 
helplessness 
not unlike those 
lelt bv the cursed African 
have heen known to cause death 
in the United States when peo­ 
ple have been confronted with 
the demise of a loved one. a 
business loss or a dangerous 
situation." Golden said 
The implications of these 
phenomena m ight be far 
reaching, 
he said "Research 
can provide the mental health 
professional with greater 
understanding of the powerful 
influence of culture and society 


on the individual and the in­ 
tricate relationship of the mind 
and bodv.” 


PORTLAND. Ore. (U P I) -

the woods He makes his living 
as a commodities market 
analyst and broker dealing with 
markets in Chicago and New 
York.

It is, given the human condi­ 
tion, spectacularly irrational 
to harbor such general good 
feelings toward one’s fellow 
man as Christmas is wont to 
generate.

WASHINGTON - The American peo­ 
ple retain experts to look into the future 
and alert 
the nation to approaching 
crises 
These planners and prophets 
predict that within a decade the United 
States will be overrun with illegal aliens. 
The despairing outlook of Latin 
America’s have-nots 
already has driven 
millions northward to 
seek their fortune in 
the land of oppor­ 
tunity 
As ille g a l 
a lie n s, su b ject to 
arrest and deporta­ 
tion, they fill menial 
jobs which many U S 
workers disdain 
To the dismay of un­ 
ion leaders, the pay 
scale of these illegals 
is often substandard 
Still, it’s far more than they could hope 
to earn at home 
We sent two reporters. Hal Bernton 
and Doug Foster, into Mexico to in­ 
vestigate the coming crisis, which will 
suddenly worsen if U.S. growers succeed 
in curtailing Mexican farm imports. Our 
reporters spent more than two months 
on the story, with Bernton examining 
working conditions 
He worked side by side with the cam­ 
pesinos in M exico's m ost fertile 
tarmlands, where the days go by in 
drudging toil under hazardous conditions 
amid shabby squalor 
Their stoop labor provides affluent 
Americans with natural vine-ripened 
tomatoes, field-grown strawberries and 
other fresh produce even during these 
months when most of our own farmlands 
lie useless under snow Yet millions of 
Mexicans, underfed and ill-housed, can­ 
not afford to eat their own fresh 
vegetables 
Their grinding poverty exists in ugly 
contrast, incidentally, to the silken life­ 
style of Mexico's newly rich factory ex- 
executives and the baronial homelife of 


absentee landowners 
Bernton found work for a week in the 
vegetable fields of the Mexican state of 
Sinoloa 
He lived with the 250.000 
campesino farm hands who toil there. He 
found shelter with a few families in a 
small village of tar paper hutches where 
there is no electricity, no plumbing and 
the only water is supplied from an irriga­ 
tion canal 
On his first night, Bernton shared a 
simple peasant meal with one of the 
families and slept with the village’s two 
bachelors in a dirt-floor lean-to. 
By the time he was roused at the first 
light of dawn, the women in the com­ 
pound had been up several hours in the 
darkness preparing a modest take-out 
lunch for their men 
He rode to the fields with the 
campesinos in the back of a farm truck 
over 15 miles of rutted road Four of the 
harvest crew were young,teen-age girls, 
who draped colorfui kerchiefs over their 
long, black hair and shrouded their faces 
with veils to protect them from the dusty 
fields 
Their destination was a huge vegetable 
plantation owned by a Mexican grower 
who has amassed a fortune by shipping 
tomatoes and cucumbers to U.S. super­ 
markets These great spreads occupy 
only 6 percent of Smoloa's prime land but 
produce 50 percent of its wealth 
The assembly point for the day’s work 
was a large concrete labor camp where 
other workers lived in the style of a 
military bunker Bernton’s group began 
with breakfast They squatted down and 
ate a few still-warm tortillas along with 
beans, chili and small bits of grilled 
beef They saved the leftovers for lunch 
Our reporter was dispatched to work in 
a field of climbing cucumber vines. It 
was stoop labor with string Bending, he 
would tie twine to give the vine 
something to use for growing Then he 
would rise to tie the other end. then 
down, then up, then down, then up in the 
80-degree heat 


Bernton strung four long rows in a 
four-hour span His Mexican compadres 
completed twice as many rows and 
cheerfully dubbed him “ our lazy 
American ’’ 
Out of the distance came a small plane 
spraying fields with a chemical concoc­ 
tion Disregarding the work crews, the 
pilot circled over the field where the 
campesinos were working. The first 
cloud of pesticide settled on their 
lunches lying nearby On the next pass, 
the planes' discharge to toxic chemicals 
drifted directly on the workers who 
crouched in the field 
There was no water available for rins­ 
ing the poisonous residue from their 
faces or bodies. During their mile walk 
back to their truck, the workers 
quenched their thirst from an irrigation 
canal 
It had been sprayed with 
pesticide, too. 
Back at the truck, Bernton's friends 
again hunched to the ground and finished 
their food The tortillas were cold and 
heaw: the beans lumpy and gelid. 
He asked a young woman co-worker 
why they didn’t demand a table to eat 
from, and she proudly flashed back: “I 
am a campesina, and I do not want a 
grower’s table The earth is good enough 
for me.” 
“ But in the evenings at home in your 
village, you eat from a table,’ Bernton 
persisted. 
“Ah, but that is different,” was the 
semorita's laughing response “ At home, 
I eat on a campesino table.” 


The campesino always retains his 
dignity in the midst of indignities There 
is indignity even in receiving the pit­ 
tance that he is paid every Saturday. He 
lines up behind a barbed wire fence in a 
wooden stall enclosure leading to a small 
metal shack At the head of the line, each 
campesino turns in a field number and 
stamps his inked thumbprint on a pay 
receipt to get a small brown envelope It 
contains $26 


The first and only time I was on a ski 
slope. I had the attention of every person 
within a two-mile radius.

Kilpatrick was born in Oklahoma, but 
traveled to Virginia as quickly as he 
could It is unimaginable that he was 
ever other than a Virginian There he 
rose to prominence as editor of the Rich­ 
mond News Leader, which he quit after 
20 years of hard and distinguished labor 
to become a syndicated columnist, 
television commentator, and lecturer 
He and his wife Marie, an artist, hap­ 
pened on a stretch of land in Rap- 
pahanock County, 80 m iles from 
Washington, and went the way of Mr 
Blandings. building his dream house 
Happily, he did not permit his new life to 
remain an entirely private affair. 
Many things have happened to him 
since writing from Scrabble, Va. 
and they happen also to the reader of his 
book For instance; in Virginia, people 
don’t really know how to cope with those 
episodic snowfalls which are routine 
business in, say, Minneapolis When the 
first one came. Kilpatrick and his wife 
fought it instinctively 
“Then a second thought struck home:

That refrigerator is sorely 
missed. The family can’t 
store milk, meats or other 
perishables. But then, as 
Hobbs says, he can’t afford 
many perishables anyway.

“I tried to get the food 
stamps, but you got to pay 
for them, you know, and I 
got nothing to pay with.” 


Hobbs is not totally with­ 
out funds.

Fasting a bad answer 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I’d 
like your comments on fast­ 
ing as a means of losing 
weight. I have heard that it 
can be harmful and even 
dangerous to one’s health. 
Also, should one’s age be 
considered before attempt­ 
ing to reduce this way? 
DEAR READER — I don’t 
think anybody should try 
fasting to lose weight on his 
own. A single day of a 
complete fast will cause 
weakness, loss of water and 


salt which the body needs, 
and may start causing a 
chemical imbalance of the 
body. The second day of a

is 
worse. 
Headaches, faintness, and 
increased weakness is com­ 
mon. 
Under medical supervi­ 
sion, some people can fast 
safely to lose weight.

to run the body during a 
complete fast comes from 
body protein. Those gaunt 
human skeletons that you 
may have seen pictures of 
from prisoner of war camps 
from World War II are an 
example of the ultimate in 
the body’s use of its own 
muscles to provide energy. 
Individuals with a number 
of medical disorders defi­ 
nitely should not fast. Older 
people who need to keep 
their muscle mass because 
it is harder to develop mus­ 
cles again should not fast 
either. 
I would say to the deter­ 
mined do-it-yourself dieter 
that if anyone insists on 
fasting, it should not be 
prolonged for over one day. 
A better way is to eat lightly 
one day, and eat a normal 
balanced diet the second 
day. 
The problem with fad diets 
is that you don’t correct the 
basic dietary problem that 
caused the obesity in the 
first place. If you want to 
lose weight and stay at an 
optimal level you have to 
learn to eat right. To help 
you I am sending you The 
Health letter number 4-7, 
Weight losing Diet.

If the problem is more 
than hair, and you are con­ 
cerned about your mascu­ 
line development, then you 
should first see your doctor 
and have an examination. 
There are a number of medi­ 
cal conditions that can de­ 
crease masculine appear­ 
ance, 
m usculature 
and 
strength. These can range 
from decreased production 
of male hormone to more 
complex 
endocrine 
prob­ 
lems. 
If you simply have a de­ 
creased amount of male hor­ 
mone, then taking additional 
hormones may cause an in­ 
creased growth or thicken­ 
ing of facial hair and more 
prominent hair distribution.

Super Handyman 
Thinking about new flooring? 
by Al Carroll 


Maybe you’ve seen the TV 
commercial where the lady 
starts out at 9 in the morning 
and, by about 10: IS, die has put 
down an entire new kitchen 
floor using resilient floor tiles. 
It’s almost that easy. However, 
you have to prepare the floor 
surface before you begin, and 
that means removing anything 
that isn’t level. Even the 
smallest nail head or bump will 


start to show after the floor has 
been walked upon for a while. 
Another key is to establish the 
exact center point of the room. 
To do this, you find the center of 
each wall and snap a chalk line 
from these points across the 
floor. Where the two lines cross 
is the center of the room. From 
that point, lay a row of un­ 
cemented tiles along the chalk 
lines forming a quarter of the 
floor. This lets you find out how 
much of a partial tile’s width 
will be at the border. You don’t 
want to have just a sliver. If 
there will be less than a half a 
tile at either border, move the 
“center” point over a half a tile, 
and then the border tiles on both 
sides will be the same size and 
larger than half a tile. Now 
you’re ready for an instant 
floor.

Sounds 
Queen really are the champions

Since 
1977 marks the 
Queen of England’s Silver 
Jubilee, it’s quite fitting that 
the year should be capped 
off by the most successful 
album and tour yet by the 
group Queen. In the seven 
years since they first start­ 
ed, Freddie Mercury, Brian 
May, John Deacon and 
Roger Taylor have been able 
to steadily ascend the rock 
pile without all the hoopla, 
hype and consequent critical 
ill will that goes along with 
it. 
It’s a story that is 
summed up in their latest 
single’s chorus — “We Are 
The Champions.” 
In 1970 Brian May and 
Roger Taylor, veterans of a 
group called Wreckage, met 
Freddie Mercury in London.

You’d start at the 
bottom every night, and 
sometimes it’d go great, and 
you’d gather all the people 
behind you, and when the 
night was over, you’d finish, 
go some other place and 
start from the bottom again. 
“So when we started with 
Queen, we said: ‘It’s going 
to be done right. We’re not 
going to waste our time 
playing for people who don’t 
want to listen.’” So they 
retreated to the rehearsal 
studio, developed ideas and 
plans for their staging and 
presentation, and tried, as 
Brian tells it “to create the 
ideal situation for us to de­ 
velop in.” 


Queen’s demo tapes inter­ 
ested the owners of Trident 
Studios — one of Britain’s 
best where folks like Elton 
and Cat Stevens have re­ 
corded — who signed the 
band for management. That 
situation allowed the band to 
record Queen, Queen II and 
Sheer Heart Attack with 
hours of immaculate care in 
the studio, while the band 
clinched a following on a 
U.K. and U.S. tour with Mott 
the Hoople. 
After “Killer Queen” from 
Sheer Heart Attack was 
awarded some airplay in the 
States, Queen moved their 
management to the sure 
reins of John Reid, Elton 
John’s manager. A Night At 
The Opera, yielded “Bohe­ 
mian Rhapsody,” A Day At 
The Races followed with 
“Somebody To Love,” and 
suddenly Queen’s m aster 
plan of studio perfection and 
onstage imagery was ful­ 
filled — platinum albums 
and all. They played their 
first headlining American 
tour last year and were 
filling them to the brim. 


The fact that this time 
around they sold-out Madi­ 
son Square Garden in New 
York for two nights shows 
Queen has no intentions of 
stopping their growth, but a 
lot of fans and observers 
found something very differ­ 
ent about News Of The 
World, their new album. In­ 
stead of the long months 
usually spent in production, 
this lp was recorded in a 
mere eight weeks between 
tours. It’s a trimmer, sim­ 
pler, total band effort. 
One of the reasons given 
for the change was that the 
band had to sandwich the

recording between tours, but 
as Brian explains, “It was a 
planned thing. Because we 
wanted to get back to some­ 
thing more spontaneous. We 
felt we had gone as far as we 
could with the big produc­ 
tion things for the time 
being, and it was a genuine 
attempt to sort of get back to 
the feeling of a band in the 
studio.” Though Brian feels 
the last two albums “will 
certainly stand on their own 
merits,” he admits that 
“this is the only one of our 
albums I can really play a 
lot at home and say ‘that’s 
nice, I like it.’ After all the 
worrying and tension that 
went into the others, it’s 
hard to not be over-critical.” 
Onstage, Queen is still 
tight and exciting, though 
singer Freddie Mercury is 
spending a bit more time 
away from center stage — 
where in his trademark leo­ 
tards he prowls and poses 
like a rock ’n’ roll Nijinsky 
— and displaying his recent 
mastery of piano, which is 
quite impressive for a rook­ 
ie. “Freddie’s that sort of 
person,” says Brian. “If he 
decides he’s going to do 
something he just does it. He 
has this complete mind over 
himself. Musically, I think it 
helps so much.” 
But being on top of things 
and working to get better 
isn’t even enough for Queen. 
In true championship style, 
they recently thanked their 
loyal fans. 
Since 
they 
wouldn’t be able to tour 
Britain until months after 
the new album was released, 
they gave a special concert 
for 1,000 of their British fan- 
club members before de­ 
parting to the States. 
There are a lot of great 
rock and roll bands, but 
what separates the royalty 
from the rest is not great­ 
ness but gratefulness. In 
appreciating the audience 
they have worked so hard to 
gain, the members of Queen 
have earned their crown. 


Not only do records make 
good gifts, but so do books 
This season we’ve got two 
very worthy books on music- 
related topics that make 
ideal presents.

Table centerpieces to admire — then eat 


by Elvin McDonald 


In the farmhouse where I grew up 
there was a big kitchen with an oak 
table that was just right for my 
parents and me but expandable so 
that we could seat all the relatives 
who ever cam e at once, or a crew of 
hungry harvest hands. My mother’s 
ability to fill the table with good food 
was equally expandable, and with 
sim ilar ease, or so it always seemed 
to me. 
Now, as I look back, it appears the 
most im portant thing about my 
parents’ table was that we always sat 
down and ate together. That’s how we 
kept in touch in those post-depression, 
pre-television years and it’s a tradi­ 
tion I’ve carried with me to a high- 
rise apartment in the city. 
As a divorced and therefore single 
parent, I am constantly trying to give 
my three teen-agers a sense of what I 
think it means to be a member of a 
family today. How we eat is of par­ 
ticular importance. 
My table is expandable only in that 
it is a 50-inch round, a size and shape 
miraculously able to accommodate 
two almost as intimately as an elbow- 
to-elbow crowd of ten. 
A sphere­ 
shaped Japanese lantern, 30 inches in 
diameter, hangs overhead, with a 25- 
watt spot inside that casts a bright 18- 
inch circle of light in the center of the 
table. 
And in this spotlight is where we 
have a lot of fun creating tablescapes, 
centerpieces as it were, which change 
constantly, almost with every meal. 
O ur b a s i c s a r e s i m p l e and 
economical: a variety of solid-color, 
washable cloths (48-inch squares) to 
lay over the floor-length table skirt; 
easy-care cloth napkins in several 
colors and geometric patterns; lucite, 
shell and wood napkin rings; bamboo- 
pattern stainless steel; and three sets 
of dinnerware — plain red plastic, all- 
white ironstone and “ Botanic 
Garden,” an oven-to-table English 
china by Portmeirion Potteries, with 
plants and butterflies reproduced 
from early 19th century floral books. 
All of these elements mix and 
match in an endless number of com­ 
binations, depending on the time of 
day, the food to be served and what 
we have available to decorate the 
center of the table. At one meal we 
might have only a variety of seashells 
in the center spotlight, or a fat terra­ 
cotta rabbit planter holding a dwarf 
spathiphyllum in bloom. 
On another occasion, I might make 
a 
d o l l a r 
bunch 
of 
cut 
chrysanthemums look like a lot by 
giving every flower and promising 


bud an individual miniature vase — 
which can be anything from real 
crystal to little glass bottles that once 
held such things as airline liquor, 
vitamins, shampoo or olive oil. 
Besides using potted plants, cut 
flowers and clippings of house plants 
in table centerpieces, I’ve discovered 
a wealth of decorative material in the 
kitchen, specifically in the baskets, 
bins and refrigerator drawers where 
vegetables and fruits are stored The 
ground rule I follow is that it’s okay to 
use any edible decoratively — but 
only if it can be eaten later. A wreath 
all wired up with fruit looks beautiful 
but the waste disturbs me, not to 
mention the cost. 
Here are some ideas for table 
centerpieces you can use first to feast 
the eyes, second to eat: 
A 
Spread about a quart of sour- 
cream dip in a tray measuring ap­ 
proximately 12 to 18 inches. Arrange 
broccoli flowerets in a Christmas- 
tree shape in the field of sour cream; 
use a piece of the broccoli stem cut in 
half and placed cut-side down to form 
the trunk; surround with snowy-white 
cauliflower flowerets; decorate the 
tree with cherry tomatoes. Chill until 
serving time, then admire — and eat. 
B. 
Fill small baskets to spilling 
over with all kinds of unshelled nuts 
— pecan, walnut, filbert, chestnut, 
peanut, even a coconut or two. Or, fill 
a shallow basket, at least 12 inches in 
diameter, with all kinds of peppers — 
sweet, hot, red, green — and 
pinecones. (Hot peppers air dry but 
the sweet ones need to be stored 
cool.) 
C. Wedge a piece of water-soaked 
florist foam in a clean clay flowerpot 
with matching saucer; insert the 
stem of a head of broccoli into the 
foam until it seem s reasonably 
stable; carpet the surface with florist 
moss. 
In an instant you will have 
created the effect of an aged bonsai 
tree. 
D. Mix fresh fruit, vegetables and 
flowers in any shallow basket or tray. 
Here’s how: 
First position the 
flowers, either with the stems in 
small vases of water or in hunks of 
water-soaked florist foam wrapped in 
a double thickness of foil. Add fruit 
and vegetables all around, positioning 
them so as to hide what holds the 
flowers The effect should be that of a 
harvest basket brought straight from 
a country garden. 
E. 
Try an arrangement that 
features purple, red and pink: 
eggplant, heads of purple cabbage, 
(some cut in half to reveal the danc­ 


ing figure that lives inside), sun- 
ripened tomatoes and tip cuttings of 
pink variegated coleus 
F. 
Use bunches of fresh parsley, 
leaf lettuce, green onions (scallions), 
radishes and asparagus spears as if 
they were bouquets of fresh flowers 
— either in individual containers or 
mixed, possibly with cut flowers. 
After the meal at which these are 
used decoratively, rinse them in 
water, drain, and return to an ap­ 
propriate storage place for eating 
later 
G. 
In a hurry? 
Hardly anything 
could be nicer in the center of a table 
than a bowl of apples, pears, citrus, 
bananas and grapes — but remember, 
ripe apples give off ethylene gas, a 
natural ripening agent, which may 
quickly age the other fruit.

Credit for married women

If you’re a m arried woman or 
m arried man. you may have received 
a notice with one of your bills which 
read: “ Credit History for Married 
Persons." 
The notice explained the rights of 
both m arrie d p a rtn e rs to have 
separate credit histories even though 
one partner supplied all the money in 
a joint account It’s all part of the 
Equal Credit Opportunity Act to give 
m arried persons, prim arily women, a 
chance to build their own credit 


rating in case they ever are faced 
with divorce, separation or death of 
their husbands. 
Unfortunately, a good number of 
the m arried couples who received 
these notices last sum m er and early 
fall, tossed them away If you’re a 
m arried woman and do not have a 
separate credit history, in your own 
name, for each credit account, get in 
touch with the creditors and ask for a 
separate listing You'll get a form. 


partners’ signatures. And, it’s kept 
confidential 
All new accounts started after June 
1. will autom atically be maintained in 
both m arried partners’ names. Ac­ 
counts opened before June, m ust have 
forms signed and sent in to insure 
separate credit histories. 
If an account was closed, you can 
still get your credit history up to that 
date by going to your local credit 
bureau to make sure the information 
goes on your separate page 
You can get a free, clearly written 
booklet, “ Women: To Your C redit,” 
by writing: D irector of Public Rela­ 
tions, Com m ercial Credit Corpora­ 
tion, 300 St Paul Place, Baltimore, 
Md 21202 The booklet explains how 
m arried or divorced women can build 
their credit ratings and it also has a 
“ Message for Men” which explains 
that building a wife’s credit rating is 
like giving her a form of “ insurance.”

Q My daughter was injured in an 
automobile crash in Pennsylvania 
where they have no-fault insurance. 
Since the accident, my daughter has 
had to pay for the hospital exam ina­ 
tion and for medication. She may 
need more medical attention. Why 
should she have to pay all these bills? 
Doesn’t no-fault insurance mean you 
get paid no m atter who was at fault? 
— M G , Detroit. 
A No-fault insurance law s are sup­ 
posed to protect people who are in­ 
jured in auto accidents. It’s supposed 
to do away with the need to prove 
someone was at fault in order to get 
the medical bills paid. 
Your daughter should get in touch 
with her insurance company or the in­ 
surance company of the driver (if she 
was not the driver of the car). As a 
rule, insurance com panies pay up 
p ro m p tly 
w ith 
re im b u rs e m e n t 
checks, providing injuries are truly 
related to the accident and the 
claimed am ounts are reasonable. 
If the claim s are disputed by the in­ 
surance company, try to work it out. 
If you have no luck, get in touch with 
the state’s insurance commission. 
When injuries are serious, says 
l^onard Ring, past president of the 
A ssociation of T rial Law yers of 
A m e rica , “ you need a la w y e r 


whether the accident occurred in a 
no-fault state or not.” 
In a no-fault accident, Ring says, 
“ you always have the right to sue the 
other party for pain, suffering and 
future earnings im pairm ent." No­ 
fault just assures that all injured par­ 
ties are reim bursed for reasonable 
medical bills and some loss of work 
time 
When you sue, however, you m ust 
determ ine who was at fault. T hat’s 
why a lawyer is necessary as soon as 
you know serious injuries are in­ 
volved. If you're just having a dispute 
with the insurance company over no­ 
fault m edical bill paym ents for 
relatively minor injuries, it's usually 
not worth enlisting the assistance of a 
lawyer. The legal fees would be too 
high relative to what you’d hope to 
recoup 


Q. Why are some vacuum cleaners 
so noisy9 I have a cleaner that drives 
me batty It has been checked and 
they had the gall to tell m e to use 
earplugs The thing m akes an ear- 
piercing whine Any suggestions9 — 
J V R , Washington, D C. 
A One of the main sources of un­ 
pleasant noises coming out of vacuum 
sweepers can be found in the cor­ 
rugated hoses. The air rushing by 
gives a high whistle or whine. 
According to Edith Corliss, co­ 
author of a noise-control study done 
by the National Bureau of Standards, 
you should try to get a smooth-sided 
hose from a vacuum cleaner dealer. 
Most hoses have standard size coupl­ 
ings. 
Another source of noise is the fan. 
Some are too sm all and run too fast. 
Next tim e you buy a cleaner, listen to 
it first. 


Q The company I work for has a 
retirem ent plan But, when I started 
working, I was told I would not be 
eligible. A year ago, I opened an IRA 
(Independent R etirem ent Account) 
with a local bank so I could build up 
my own, tax-free retirem ent fund I 
recently received word from my com­ 
pany that I would now be eligible to 
join the retirem ent plan. Under these 
circu m stan ces can I still deduct 
money from wages for my IRA and 
deduct this from my income tax? — 
Mrs. H.L.W., Arlington Heights. 111. 
A 
Not if you’re eligible for an 
em ployer’s retirem ent plan. If your 
employer allows you to continue out­ 
side the plan and puts it in writing, 
you may be allowed to continue your 
IRA for tax deductions. 
W hatever happens, your original 
IRA contribution can continue earn­ 
ing tax-free money because it was 
started when you w ere not eligible for 
your em ployer’s retirem ent program.

She explains that som e m arried 
women are also hesitant about open­ 
ing savings or checking accounts in 
their own nam es for fear of threaten­ 
ing th e ir h u s b a n d s ' 
s e n s e of 
machism o (“ I handle all the money in 
this house” ). 
"We try to explain to them ,” Ms. 
Cardin says, “ that credit education is 
a necessity today 
To be able to 
secure credit in a tim e of em ergency 
or distress (death of husband or 
divorce), one m ust plan ahead and 
early on beginning to develop a credit 
history in one’s own name ” 
If it's difficult for some happily 
m arried women to approach their 
husbands about having equal credit 
ratings in their own nam e, imagine 
what it would be like for a woman 
whose husband beats her 
“The b eaten w ife ,” say s Ms. 
Cardin, “has no money of her own, no 
savings, no checking account and no 
credit history in her own nam e 
She 
can’t leave home because she has no 
way to pay for food and lodging and 
she c e rta in ly c a n ’t d iscu ss the 
problem with her husband for fear of 
further beatings ” 
But, all m arried women, whether 
they’re just timid or whether they’re 
in fear of physical injury, can get in 
touch with creditors, sign the form, 
and get their own credit histories 
started — without their husbands ever 
knowing 
It only takes one of the

The Pennywise traveler 
When in Rome, eat 


ROME (KFS) — The air still had a 
touch of softness in it and the sun was 
shining, so the four walked-out 
American tourists bought coffees at 
the cafe’s bar and then took them to 
an outdoor table. 
At that point, an agitated waiter ap­ 
peared. He spoke in Italian but his 
meaning was clear. He was telling 
them they could not sit where they 
were. 
The group’s blond leader looked 
around, saw other empty tables and 
immediately sized up the situation: 
another Itaiian shakedown 
“Go away,’’ she said, glaring at the 
waiter. “ Pay no attention,’’ she ad­ 
vised her friends. 
The red-faced waiter flapped his 
arms in empty anger and walked off 
muttering. 
As Italy’s summer tourist boom ex­ 
tends into the winter this year, such 
scenes are bound to be played again 
and again. And while the visitor is 
strongly advised to watch out for 
phony “ tourist guides," thieving tax- 
imen, light-fingered lifters and in­ 
genious “ squeezes" of all sorts, this 
episode, in fact, had nothing of a con 
in it. 
It was instead a classic demonstra­ 
tion of “ Everything a Tourist Doesn’t 
Know About Eating in Italy.” One 
thing to know is that at a bar or cafe 
you’re expected to consume what you 
buy standing up. If you prefer to sit at 
a place where there is table service, 
you can, of course, take a chair. But 
in that case, you’re supposed to order 
from a waiter and from a “different” 
menu. 


What’s “different” is the price. In 
effect, you rent your table by paying 
roughly two to three times more than 
you would as a standee. The 35-cent 
indoor ice cream thus can become the 
$1 outdoor ice cream and it’s all on 
the up and up. 
Tourists who don’t know the scene 
hazard several such embarrassing or 
expensive incidents in Italy. Spaghetti 
lovers, for instance, have of course 
come to the right place - unless they 
go to restaurants and order it without 
anything else except perhaps a salad 
That’s because a ristorante is for 
diners who are having full meals and 
pasta is considered a separate course 
to be eaten in addition to a main dish 
and several others. 
That in turn is why spaghetti and 
other pastas have prices that make in­ 
nocent visitors think they’ve just dis­ 
covered the bargain meal of their 
lives They haven’t. 
If there’s a policy, sometimes the 
waiter will explain 
But more and 
m ore often the spaghetti-only 
problem is handled by presenting a 
bill based not only on the price of the 
pasta but on the ris to ra n te ’s 
minimum charge for a meal. 
So what’s a poor pasta freak to do? 
Well, go to a tavola calda (a “ hot 
table” luncheonette), where you can 
pick as much or as little as you want 
in the way of courses and usually eat 
it sitting on a stool before a counter 
Tavola caldas are also a good answer 
when your need is for fast food, since 
almost everything is ready. 
Of course, besides ristorantes and 
tavola caldas there are as well 


osterias, hosterías, trattorias, piz­ 
zerias, rosticerrias, cafes and bars. 
In the countryside, add locandas, too. 
As the family of vegetables has 
“beans,” so Italy has “ restaurants,” 
with similar variations ranging from 
great to virtually unobservable. 
Although a locanda is principally a 
very simple, rustic inn, it is also like­ 
ly to offer casalin g h a food — 
homecooking — the kind of cuisine 
also found in an osteria or an un­ 
pretentious trattoria. 
Good, inexpensive examples of 
osterias and trattorias are currently 
the most sought-after places in the 
big cities by food fans who’ve come to 
the conclusion that, on the whole, they 
prefer to pay for food rather than 
decoration The game is to either go 
straight to the top and dine at the 
famous establishments like Rome’s 
Dal Bolognese. George’s or Nino’s or 
discover a m am a-and-papa spot 
where you can sit for hours and go sl­ 
owly through a giant meal of very 
plain but fresh and freshly made dis­ 
hes. 
Freshly made is key. Pasta that 
comes immediately on order from the 
kitchen is suspect. Italians who hold 
such things sacred are prepared to 
wait 20 minutes for al dente (more 
firm than soft) spaghetti and ap­ 
propriate other times for other dis­ 
hes Similarly, they ask the waiter to 
suggest a good “origin controlled’’ 
bottle of wine, although carafe wine, 
which is usually in quarter-liter, half­ 
liter or full-liter jugs, is at least made 
of grapes and drinkable if young 
Italians are still horrified when

they hear Americans ordering colas 
to drink with their meals. And coffee 
is something they take after their 
meals, not with it. 
Careful Italians also say to beware 
of hosterías unless they are famous. 
Famous hosterías offer a kind of 
gracious, medieval-host atmosphere 
and superior food at - naturally - 
heavy prices. Infamous ones merely 
take the title, offer tarted-up in­ 
teriors, and charge inflated prices for 
mediocre osteria food At the same 
time, some osterias are really only 
wine-drinking places, and often only 
your eyes can clear up such confu­ 
sion 
Look out as well for the mix of 
“ ristorante-pizzeria.” More likely to 
have better food and uninflated prices 
is something labeled “ trattoria- 
pizzeria.” 


By the same token only pizzerias 
with wood fires are acceptable by 
puristas, who also want a thin crust 
that crackles at the edges, is soft in 
the middle yet cooked and never, 
never burnt. With it, they drink beer, 
not wine, because “ the pizza is hot 
and therefore the drink should be 
cold ” 


Trattorias started as simple, infor­ 
mal restaurants but there’s confusion 
here, too, as some have turned into 
circuses of a sort, full of performing 
waiters or other touristic trapping. 
Again, your eyes should tell you 
something and the posted bill of fare 
should tell you more. By no means 
though are trattorias sure to be less 
expensive than ristorantes.

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Caring for 
Special tools for special jobs 
by Ray Hill 


The difference between using the 
right tool for a job and using the 
wrong one can be the difference 
between a job that’s done properly 
and one that’s badly botched. 
If you work on your car, you may 
want to buy some of these special 
tools to make the jobs they are 
designed for easier to perform. These 
inexpensive tools are available at 
auto supply stores 
Extra long needle-nose pliers. 
Many know that needle-nose pliers 
are ideal for retrieving small springs, 
screws et cetera dropped in an area 
that's inaccessible to fingers What 
many don’t know is that you can get 
an extra long version of the needle- 
nose pliers that allows you to reach 
even further into recessed areas to 
retrieve lost objects. 
— Crimping tool This tool precisely 
removes the insulation from wires 
that are to be spliced or crimped 
together. Although a crimping tool 
isn't absolutely necessary, it makes 
the job quicker, easier and more 
precise. 
Snap ring pliers These pliers are 
indispensable for removing and 
replacing snap rings that hold various 
shafts, gears et cetera in place on 
your car Trying to remove a snap 
ring with a screwdriver or pliers 
often results in skinned knuckles and 
a lost or deformed snap ring 
Spark plug terminal pliers. These 
are essential for removing spark plug 
wires on many crowded engines 
where you can’t reach the spark plug 
wire boot by hand. The insultaed 
pliers also enable you to remove the 
wire from the plug while the engine is 


running 
Also useful for removing 
plug wires when the engine is hot. 
— Flexible ratchet. This is a 
regular ratchet, except that it is 
hinged behind the ratcheting 
mechanism. This allows greater flex­ 
ibility in removing hard-to-get-at 
fasteners. Especially useful when 
removing spark plugs from an engine 
crowded with a lot of accessories. 
— Scre w d river for ratchet. 
Available in both Phillips and stan­ 
dard versions, these screwdriver bits 
fit a standard ratchet and make fast 
work of removing and replacing 
screws. 
Allen screwdrivers. These are 
hex-head Allen wrenches that fit on a 
ratchet Makes removing and replac­ 
ing Allen screws a quick job. 
Flare nut wrenches These are 
useful when loosening or tightening 
any fuel, oil or hydraulic line fittings. 
Say, for example, you’re removing 
the fuel line from the carb. With a 
standard wrench, chances are good 
that you’ll round off the fitting. The 
flare wrench wraps around the fitting 
more than the standard wrench to 
prevent this 
Gear puller 
A well-equipped 
mechanic may have several of these 
The average Saturday mechanic 
needs only a general-purpose two-jaw 
puller Pullers are the only safe way 
to remove many pulleys and gears 
from their shafts. 
Ring compressor How do you 
put the pistons back in the cylinders 
after you’ve installed new rings? A 
hammer is not the way. You need a 
ring compressor to compress the 
rings, then simply slide in the piston. 


Tightening plugs 
the right amount 


When replacing spark plugs, 
tightening them the proper amount is 
essential If a plug is too loose, it may 
fall out If too tight, the plug may be 
damaged 


Other problems can result from im­ 
proper tightening, such as damaged 
threads tdue to cross-threading or 
overtightening) and poor heat 
transfer from the combustion 
chamber (plug not tight enough). 


To tight«i plugs correctly, first 
check your car’s service manual 
Tightening specs can vary quite a bit 
For some engines you may be 
required to tighten to 15 ft. lbs. or 
less. Others may call for 30 ft lbs. 
The best way to tighten plugs to 
specs is with a torque wrench. 
There’s no guessing here You simply 
tighten the plug until the wrench in­ 
dicates you’ve reached the required 
torque 
Torque wrenches are inexpensive — 
not mom than $20 and sometimes 
even less than $10. A torque wrench 
will last indefinitely and can be used 
for tightening many other fasteners 
on your car 
But if you don’t have a torque 


wrench, and don’t want to buy one, 
there is a way to do an acceptable job 
of tightening spark plugs. It requires 
that you examine the plug to deter­ 
mine what type it is. 
There are two types of spark plugs: 
those with a gasket and those without. 
A spark plug with a gasket has a flat 
seat, against its seat rests a round 
metal gasket. A plug without a gasket 
has a tapered seat; the tapered sec­ 
tion of the plug does the sealing, serv­ 
ing the same function as the gasket on 
the other type 
If your car uses plugs with gaskets, 
simply screw the plug in by hand until 
it’s finger tight Then with your spark 
plug socket and ratchet, tighten the 
plug one-quarter of a turn. That’s 
about the proper tightness. More than 
one-quarter turn may damage the 
plug or threads. 
If your car uses the tapered seat 
plugs, screw the plug in until it’s 
finger tight Then use the spark plug 
socket and ratchet and tighten the 
plug one-sixteenth of a turn. 
Following these guidelines, you’ll 
be able to tighten your plugs 
adequately if you don’t have a torque 
wrench

What better time than 
Christmas to let a book bring 
your familv together? Sev­ 
eral new titles are bound to 
enspirit even the most blear- 
eyed bunch of TV addicts. 
“The Melodeon” by Glen- 
don Swarthout offers plot 
and characters to compete 
with any network Christmas 
special — no matter how 
super-star-studded or expen­ 
sive. Plus, it offers an under­ 
current of mysticism that's 
infinitely more entrancing 
when seen in the imagina­ 
tion than when seen on the 
screen. 
Set during the Great 
Depression, 
this is 
the 
charming story of how a 
lonely Christmas turns into 
a great adventure. Thirteen- 
year-old Jam es is literally 
“farmed out” to his grand­ 
parents while his unem­ 
ployed parents struggle to 
survive in the city. Although 
he gets love, not to mention 
food, at the farm, as Christ­ 
mas approaches, he looks 
forward only to a long-dis­ 
tance telephone call from 
Mom and Dad. 
On Christmas Eve, Ella 
Chubb tries to cheer up her 
grandson by suggesting they 
sing carols as she plays the 
melodeon (small keyboard 
organ). Before long, she gets 
the idea of taking the melo­ 
deon to their church as a 
surprise Christmas gift. 
Ella’s generous idea — the 
melodeon is a family heir­ 
loom — is pronounced im-

:ause a blizzard is raging 
and there is NO WAY the 
organ can be transported. 
What follows is a humor­ 
ous, touching and action- 
packed Christmas Eve in 
which an old man and a 
young boy plan a surprise 
and make the impossible 
possible.

The captivating Rockwell 
pictures illustrate a batch of 
Christmas goodies including 
stories, 
poems, 
reminis­ 
cences, two carols (with mu­ 
sical notations) and even 
recipes for Christmas din­ 
ner, compliments of Fanny 
Farm er’s “Original Boston 
Cooking School Cookbook, 
1896.” Authors represented 
include St. Luke, Shake­ 
speare, Ogden Nash, Mark 
Twain, I^angston Hughes, 
O’Henry and many more. 
‘‘N orm an 
R ockw ell’s 
Christmas Book” is excel­ 
lently designed and printed 
and includes iust about eve­ 
rything you’ll need to read, 
sing, taste and otherwise 
sample the joys of a tradi­ 
tional Christmas. 
Some of the material is 
available at a fraction of the 
price in “The Christmas Eve 
Reader,” a $1.95 paperback 
of selections from Double­ 
day’s “A Christmas Feast.” 
A few line drawings illus­ 
trate such classic Christmas 
poems and stories as O’Hen­ 
ry’s “The Gift of the Magi,” 
Dicken’s “Christmas at Din­ 
gle Dell” and, of course, the 
famous 
“ Yes, 
Virginia, 
there is a Santa Claus” edi­ 
torial from the New York 
Sun, 1897 — no frills, but 
enough fuel for a quick and 
lovely trip through the liter­ 
ature of Christmas. 
In “ The Santa 
Claus 
Book,” E. Willis Jones’ at­ 
tempt to compile a pictorial 
biography ot Santa Claus 
falls flat. The text, which 
takes St. Nicholas from 270 
A.D. in Lycia (now a part of 


Turkey) to 20th century 
America, 
is choppy and 
uninspired. The illustrations 
are varied and plentiful (in­ 
cluding contributions from 
N.C. Wyeth and Maxfield 
Parish) but the printing is 
poor and the layout even 
worse. Some of the same 
color illustrations that are 
alive and bright in the 
Rockwell volume look dead 
and muddy here.

Christmas without publish­ 
ers flooding the market with 
books on everything from 
crafts to carols, in styles 
ranging from sophisticated 
to saccharine. Yet as com­ 
mercial as Christmas has 
become, many of the books 
remain heartwarming and 
eniovable.
